■*me time a little to tat. After a few hour** rent 
they wen given freth hone* and brought to tie 
houittteed, when Mr. Brown paid every attention to 
ua ; lor which ho deterree, and baa, our runst sincere 
1 bulks. Mr. Iirown dceervea great credit for the 
exertion ud olacrlty diiplayed hy him in going tn 
the reient of hit (fellow -creatum. After partially 
recruiting ounelvrs and bom*, I determined to take 
tidi'anoge of the rein that bad fallen during my 
itix at the lie Grey II iter, nod started on th* 21*1 
FefiTueryr being aocompwited by Mr. ttoberte, who 
witheri 10 nee the country between that river and 
Fort Walcott. Steering a neet. south- westerly coune, 
I came 10 a titer known is the Kidlty, the pools of 
water in which (where I trotted it) were salt. 
Continuing our tourse, I came to a huge, ifasJiow, 
dry wati tcoutm, in which I camped, and in which I 
eould hnd no water, although two holel were sunk for 
that purprtae.

A few brief note* ol lux 
career si ay no; be unacceptable to the reader nt the 
moment of hie coming amongst ua, ud will not toasni 
the cordiality of hit welcome, 

Frucoit Ferdinand Philippe Louia Marie 
d'Orleeni, Prince de Joinviil*. Is the third aen of the 
Lite Louie Philippe, King uf tie French, ud was cam 
it Ni uilly in October, l.il f, and it saw, Aerefore, in 
tie forty-eighth year of hi* age. At a very early age 
he wu entered on the booie of the French nary, and 
ii soon u his education wu aufnciently advanced, be 
entered on the aetiv* dutie* of hit ptofrauion. 
Pastionttel y atu cb ed to the life of a tailor, ud poetess . 
ing natural talent* of s superior order, he soon 
bet-afro a valnable nicer, and tbt aahnowled^ed 
favourite of the French nary. Hi, nmmntion waa 
lipid, and his first service to hia country, in ccrro.- 
mand at eta, wu rendered in the ihort war which 
Mexico declsrvd again* Prance tn November, hut, 
and which termlnited early hi If arch fcdlowing, after 
a aeriea of dlaaaten to the Hexican*. The thief of 
these wu th* bombardment of the strong outte of San 
Juu d'Ullua, which guard* the harbour and city of 
Vera Drut.

We are a naval, 
nnL a military power. Uiuiiifiiciuririjr competi- 
tion rather yiromotea the harmony of the two 
nationi than, divides them. NoLwiltutanding 
the diiferencc in the aaructure of jrovemracnt. 
there are so two natieea that take such larire 
and liberal viewa of hiimu, affairs, and probably 
in none it there to much respect paid to pro- 
perty. to private rights, and lu the peraonal 
liberty not <(i tcctly involved in political factiont. 
In that event, the two Western Powers may 
still balance the great Northern Empire, 
contribute, in varioiia form*, to 
their arparate inteirats where they are dii- 
tinct, and to unite them where they are one. 
This, we imagine, will, in reality be [he course 
of eiekla. unless tome dogged . ihstinmy shall 
to far attempt to cross them as to precipitate 
Knirland into angry rebtliona with her present 
Flench illy. If we suppose Italy will be suc- 
cessful in her raid upon Austria, and annex 
the coveted territory, France will claim com^ 
pensation. If. again, frame gratify Frusiian 
ambition in reference to the Danish Wot Locos, 
she will luek for cumpcrksatioin an that aide. 
The nature of that compenution has been 
already indicated, not m any precise and cate- 
gorical manner, but by the Frets of France, by 
ihe lanKuaire of its official men, and by hints 
perfeedy intelligible dropped from time tn time by 
the EkiFkmusV hitnaelf. Tbe tihine if, for Ihu prc- 
stmt, in hia opinion, the fatal limit of the 
French Empire. It is not impossible that there 
may be a reasonable foundation for these claims 
in the event of war. France has certainly sucri- 
ficed BomctbinK in promoting the erection of 
the Italian monarchy, and will do still more 
ibould the additions sought bo obLained. Bho 
will km incurred some rial from Prussia by 
permitting any enlarkTcment of its power arid 
resources, and by coming in clone contact with 
her frontiers instead of, aa at preient, being 
divided by the Khrnisb province*. There will, 
in lb., grosrtb of her Btiehbou.rt, arise a 
motive to France for coveting an increase of 
LerriloiiiJ itreno-th. These considerations have 
all been eitimtted in lhe prospects of the 
future, and though nothing con be determined 
until the appeal to arms is made, these are 
events which are foreshadowed. 

England and France have not always under- 
stood each other. Uur readers will remember 
that the EairiLuoB or FrtAHrK proposed a 
( onprcsa at Paris. This Contents wui to 
review the map of F.urojic, and to revise the 
Treaty of Vienna. Earl Husbeli., without any 
u circumlocution, 1 ' mtt this proposal with u 
decided negative, and was thought to fail 
ikj me tiling in the courtesy due to 
Power. In hit turn, after 
aegoliatiofis to pteterve the Danish monarchy, 
be purposed a conference at Paris, and 
was met with • 9ait refusal- Then the Km 
Pasua or Fntjicii proposed an inten'ention in 
behalf of rclirjd I Earl Rubuklj. li:i;-d to be 
a party. Earl HiifwuLi. proposed an interven- 
tion in the affaln of LJannuaik to nreaai vn that 



rrtonarrhj i the Emcerok or Fhahitk rofuied 
to lake any ah ire in the war. Nothing has 
beatt e^iectuaJiy dune by cither Powrr in the 
tilings they de-ired. It is not at all doubled 
lint tfarcroghotiL this winding dipionticy each 
]. rty has had itn own by fjhy and ■bjcrtk only 
fiintly avowed. When the time of action comes 
il will be probably seen that peace can only 
be prmrmd between England and Franco 
by tll»« bit France to bkve its own way in 
lliose great points of its national ambition. 
To destroy lhe treatyarbich consigned the family 
of llo mi iitif to obscurity and it* chief to 
rndlesa «ile. and drove back Francr from lhe 
citremitieii of Europe to within tbe limits of 
her ancient monarchy, is the dresm and hope of 
the F.m-r.kon ; and pfrhaps, if realised, hii 
beat tide in France to that throne which he hai 
conquered. 

ITiere Ii one source of danger, and that is the 
interference of private persons in Iheie wan by 
contraband trade. We have already been ox- 
] Kited to an American difficulty from ihiscnuie, 
People, disregarding the proclamations of their 
fMivcrcign and tbe obligations of international 
law bare practically taken pari in the civil 
war, and protroketi the natural indignation 
of lfco*e who hive witnessed the lengths to 
ahich this intcrvenlion has been carried. That 
lhe larne thing will be done if war shonM I sat 
king on the Continent, can hardly hq questioned, 
and aasutEilly iflhis should pmre so we shall Us 
liable to reprisals nf a very serious hiiture. All 
we can hope is, should the war indicate an ex- 
tension of hoslilities, thai the penalties for this 
violation of neuirality will he inch as no man 
will its re to fire who it nol prepared for lhe 
infamy and punishment of greal crimes. 



I ii i European news recently received furninhei 
in with a striking example of the value of the 
overland Iclcgraph which now lonnecis Kngland 
with India. Tbt- news was received in Sydney 
on the !(ilh instant, ami the date of the latest 
mepnugc from I/mdon is June 1 4th. This 
latest menage, it is true, was not actually puii- 
ii-i i.i in Sydney on the 10ih, having been 
rtimchow delayed in traru-miasion, but it might 
have been published on tW day with more 
prompiiludc. From June Hth to July loth is 
an irifcftid of only (wenty-sik days, so that 
practically Bjdney is within that distance of 
Ifondnn, in htr its relttcs to the transmission of 
imjMiTttint inlellipcnce. This interval may 
bo still further shortened even without 
any addition to lhe line of lele graph, 
ami simply by improvement in the man age m rut. 
Uur mail ncnmer tlid nol leave Utile til] the 
'JtH h of J tine, f-o that tbe latest Thtssaire con- 
tained English nctva that wan six days old. This 
fix days leaves a margin for a sitll further eco- 
nomy of lime. Mentegi's have been sent from 
Imlid to Idimion in two days; and so far as The 
mcTe sr. nf transmission is ctimerned, ttiore is 
kg ni'iessity for it to occupy forly-eiglit hours. 
With Ckticienr apparatus, and a reduction in the 
number •' rejvcaling stations, and promptitude 
in passing messages loTwaru, a few 
hours is all that is absolutely necea- 
rury. But it will require some time 
and some- diplomacy to bring the working of the 
line to this degree of perlection. The route by 
which we receive our latest news erossci 
Europe from London to C'irnstan(iBO[ile, and 
Asia Minor liam Scului to l be Fenian riulf. 
It passes thrnugh different territories, and for a 
considerable portion of the distance the tele- 
graph is the property of the (Jcirernrjicnt. and 
worked under official superintendence. Tbero 
is always n tltlficiill) in getting Uiirernmcnts Ui 
wmk with the briskness which is possible to 
private enterprise, and there is a still greater 
diffitully in getting Lroverumenta to work to- 
get her when there it no particular national 
inl crest forcing them .to do bo. The con. 
sequence is, that there ire very great 
complaints as to Ike way in which the 
Anglo. Indian tckurrttpb is worked. The limr 
for transmitting massages is very irregular, tone 
coming forward promptly ond olhera lagging 
along the road. To mercantile men and to rival 
speculator* this uncertainty is very annoying, ai 
it deranges all their calfolttians ; and in India, 
where daily communicaliion is now looked for. il 
becomes a grievance. It is important to ui 
only when the delay happeni to lake place aboul 
the lime when our branch steamer is leaving 
( eylon. This happened Last month. Some of 
the infuimtsti-n published in our recent tele- 
gram should huve been here a month ago. 
It was forwarded from London Ln time to 
catch the steamer at Uaile, but waa 
delayed on Ihe road, and did not reach its 
destination UU Ave days alter the tteuner had 
left. This lime, however, the lint appears to

weeks. 

The importance to India- or telegraphic com- 
munication has beam •txikingiy shown in refer- 
ence to tbe financial panic. Several of the 
natnr-ial irutitutiont which have colUpaed have 
been deeply involved in Indian businett, Il is 
a ctlarnity that they should, autpend payment, 
but it it desirable en every account that the 
fact of ihe suapenFion should be known in the 
East as quickly as possible. In lata than a 
week after Oviiiz-tiv and GitkmcTs, the 
Oriental and Commercial Hank, and the Agra and 
MksUrman'i bank had closed their doors, tbe 
information was communicated to all the great 
cities of India, and mercantile men were put 
into a po.ition to adjust their business without 
dels)' to the altered state of affairs. Of course 
the information transmitted it scanty, and is 
not to full at the mercantile adricet which 
would not arrive by post for a month after- 
wards, but it it (oatewnt for 
and whatever Ca printed in 
iiu lastly common property. 

The utility of tlie- line in Anglo-Indian com- 
merce will suggest Lhe impartance of cv(enili»g 
il without unnecessary delay to China, the 
commerce of which coiuiuy it increasing with 
great rapidity ; and thia project ii specially 
in teres ring to we, inasmuch as it cannot be 
carried out withmii bringing the trunk line of 
telegraph nearer to our own shores. The route 
from India to China mutL be by way of 
bine sport-, and BingsiiOle is practically speak- 
ing almost within hail or Australia. Activity 
in promoting this work ii likely to be stimuli: ■■ il 
by the fact thai the Hritish residents in China 
are already taking slaps to run a line nortn- 
ward to join the Russian line through Liberia. 
The Rursian part of the undertaking is nearly 
completed, and i branch may easily be carried 
down to l.liinu. But, al tbe same time, It will 
not be ronverutot for the liriliah Gtyrarnmont 
to be always dependent upon Hutaisn usistanee 
for rapid communication with its agents in the 
Ihinete Best, and the very fuel that a line 
through M orthern Aaia is completed will fur- 
nish an additional Lnducernent for the cunstruc- 
lion or a duplicate line along the Southern 
to ait. 

We hear from lime to time of the progress 
being made on the inlended line between 
California and Kamtchatka. The concession 
for thii undertaking it in the hands of American 
contrsc tors. There are many difficultioa lo be 
but Urn scheme it in no. reaperA 
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ianprtclicable. and, -at it recti ves tbt approba- 
tion of both the A merit- sn and Russiin 
Uovcrnments, it U hardly likely that ft will fall 
through, If it should be completed before an 
Atlantic cable is laid in working order it may 
be possible to tend a message from London to 
New York more quickly by way of St, Pctera- 
burgh, Siberia, and California than by the faateit 
Cunord packet across the Atlantic. But some 
years must elapse before the work can b* com- 
pleted, and the promoters of the Atlantic cable 
may bt first in the field. If they can get tbe 
money neeeasary to make another experiment, 
Ibtre seems every reisonabla probability that 
next timo the process of laying will be a 
success. 

'I In- Queensland Government hu already in 
hand » project for extending ita own telegraph 
to the Gulf of CiipcTjUria. The policy of such 
i line is ^ermlly •dautted, now that telllt- 
ment at the head of the Gulf is beginning to 
assume rommcrcjaJ importance, and that k 
(Jovtmmcnt administration is regularly 
established. The only point in dispute 
is at to the cxicl line of route, 
in respect nf which local interests are in con- 
flict. We htTc no further concern in ibis con- 
irorersy than to hope that the line selected will 
be the one most likely to bo free from interrup- 
tions, and meat readily admitting prompt 
repairs. . 

The anxiety shown by the Biunui Govern- 
ment to establish iteam communication wilh 
Australia will make them equally desirous u f 
telegraphic communication, which, scarcely leas 
Than steam, is now an instrument of commerce. 
Bo long an iheie undertakings are Uovernmeni 
affairs, it ia reasonable that each Government 
should da what is required within 
Ita own territory. On this cqiiittble principle 
il is proper fur ui to call upon our Dutch 
neighbours to extend their line at fir as Timor, 
which is the nearest point of their dominion lo 
the Australian coast. Ii will be far Auslrabans 
10 take il up *t that point and complete lhe 
communication. This will leave us a com- 
parathfejy shon length of lubmarine cable for 
which lo become responsible, and the cost of il 
might be easily borne by concert among lhe 
Australian coloniei interested in it.
